EACH PERSON IS IMPORTANT 


We often hear the statement: 
“No one is indispensable.” This 
leads many people to believe that 
the individual is not important. 
We see some persons indentified 
as “important people,” implying 
that in order to have any impor- 
tance, a person must be in a posi- 
tion of authority, or have wealth 
or fame. Indeed, millions of people 
live onsthis earth under a society 
in which the individual is nothing, 
the state is everything, and a 
handful of people who control the 
state are the only important peo- 
ple. 

Emphasis on the Individual 

In our society the emphasis is 
on the individual. We have moved 
rather steadily in the direction of 
allowing each individual to de- 
velop himself as far as his abilities 
enable him to go; or more often, 
as far as he ‘is willing to take the 
trouble to go. We are approaching 
the birthdays of two great Ameri- 
cans, one who refused to be king 
over his fellow Americans, and 
one who rose from complete ob- 
scurity to become one of the most 
outstanding leaders we have ever 
had. But these men were not born 
great, nor were they great simply 
because they became president. 
They were great and they were 
presidents because they developed 
to a very high degree the ideals 
and leadership and the other ele- 
ments of greatness that are in- 
herent in all of us. 

However one does not need to 
be a President or have any other 
distinction in order to be impor- 
tant. The first. settlers who came 
to America were individuals, In- 
dividuals formed. a _ Constitution 
and worked out a system of poli- 
tics to keep the inidyvidual: impor- 
tant. Individuals explored. the 
Western Wilderness, and inspired 
by a love for freedom, made laws 
to insure individual rights. Indivi- 
duals, established. farms and: fac- 
tories, big and little businesses. 
Individuals fought in wars in an 
effort to settle questions that 


seemed important to individuals. 

Must Develop Understanding 

Because our great social move- 
ments often take place in terms of 
groups of individuals; . political 
parties, corporations, armies, 
unions, we tend to lose sight of the 
individuals that make up these 
groups. As society becomes more 
complex there is an 
tendency for each person to sit 
back and look for someone else to 
run the show. Thus we can easily 
lose our importance. 

Every individual is important. 
He must first develop himself in 
understanding and ability to do 
things. Then -he must study issues 
and act in the ways that will be of 
most benefit to the greatest num- 
ber of people. Then he is an im- 
portant person. 

The trouble is that most of us 
will say to ourselves: “Maybe I'll 


be important someday, but right 
now I’m too busy”’.

Juniors, Seniors Pets 


In four-year schools the ten- 
dency of the instructors, profess- 
ors, etc. is to’ direct their atten- 
tions toward the upper-division 
students, students who are finally 
specializing. 


In the junior colleges the in- 
structors devote all their time and 
energy to the freshman and soph- 
omore. 


Anonymous Students 


In four-year schools students in 
the lower-division sit in many 
classes practically unnoticed by an 
instructor for an entire semester, 
some of the classes are that large. 
The immense enrollment in many 
of the required courses makes in- 
san attention nearly impos- 
sible. 


Seldom will you find a junior 
college class so large that a stu- 
dent. is nothing more than a “row 
and seat number” for the purpose 
of attendance records. Of course 
there are times when one wishes 
he coud get lost in a classroom. 


Social Circles 


But educational adantages isn’t 
the entire’ picture. -Wherever 
there is a school, big, medium, or 
small, there will be social groups, 
organizations, student govern- 

ments, and athetics. 


In the freshman or sophomore 
class of the campus of one of these 
four-year schools how many of 
you club officers or student lead- 
ers would get the opportunity to 
hold a similar post in a similar or- 
ganization. Even as a member of 
a club, fraternity, or sorority, 
could you feel as much a part of 
it where the large membership 
again puts restrictions on indiv-

Looking for a novel that 
The following selections 


won’t bore you?

enjoyable reading on subjects that would interest a busy 
college student. Books by contemporary authors and those 


who lived and wrote in’ recent 
years have been emphasized. 

If you think Tristram Shandy 
by Laurence Sterne, is a peculiar 
name for a novel, you should read 
what Tristram’s father thought 
when his mother named him that. 

Priest Wrote Humor 


Sterne was a Catholic priest 
who could take pokes at protes- 
tants and catholics both, without 
angering either side; and without 
pulling dny of his punches either. 

Appealing primarily to men, the 
lusty brand of humor written by 
Sterne gained him universal con- 
sideration as one of the world’s 
top 10 literary greats, yet through- 
out he retains easy readability. 

A field of humor for both men 
and women college students is 
John Steinbeck’s Tortilla Flats, a 
short novel by our only top living 
novelist who can handle humor in 
addition to the current subjects of 
death, doom, and decay. 

Author Wins Nobel Prize 

Recent Nobel Prize winner 
Ernest Hemmingway’s A Farewell 
To Arms will be enjoyed by both 
those who like to read action, and 
those looking for romance. 

The Moon and Sixpence is a W. 
Somerset Maugham tale of a man 
who gives up a wife and job in a 
moment’s notice and goes to 
France to study art. There and in 
the South Seas he produces note- 
worthy art and notorious roman- 
ces. 

An exotic background in India 
and Tibet provides the varied set- 
tings for Kipling’s Kim, regarded 
as the masterpiece of a man who 
never wrote an unpopular story. 


Suspensful drama unfolds in 
Intruder in The Dust, an exception 
to the difficult reading that is 
usually produced by William 
Faulkner, one of America’s noted 
novelists. 

On the gloomy side, but said to 
be an especially interesting novel 
for Women is Jane Eyre, a most 
unusual psychological romance by 
Charlotte Bronte.
